from surplus land in Athens and killed 
plans to build an academic branch at 
Ironton 
They approved an $8l),000-a-year 
lease w ith the Kroger Co. for a 16-acre 
tract which they originally had agreed 
to rent to Big Bear for $25,000 a year 
Trustees approved the Big Bear 
agreement on July 17. Two days later, 
Kroger offered to rent the land for 
$50,(KH) a year and went to court to keep 
Big Bear from acquiring the site for a 
one-stop shopping center. 
Preliminary injunctions issued by 
Common Pleas Judge Jay Flowers on 
Oct. 
6 and Oct. 
13 stopped 
the 
university and the state director of 
public works from proceeding with the 
agreement. 


OU President Claude Sowle said the 
trustees “thought their action had 
been made and the lease ought to go to 
Big Bear,” but the public works 
director didn t agree. 
“ He did think the bidding should be 
thrown open one final tim e,” Sowle 
said. “That’s what we did Nov. 15.” 
Big Bear hiked its offer to $55,(KH) in 
the second round of bidding, but 
Kroger increased from $50.(MM) to 
$80. (KH). 
The lease also calls for overages 
jRTcentages of gross sales above 
multi-million totals. Sowle said he did 
not think that would amount to much 
now, “but it could amount to more than 
the rental if there is inflation.”

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It MNT PLEASANT, W Va. (AP) 
Will there ever be another West 
Virginia bridge disaster like that 
suffered by this community five years 
ago Friday? 
According to the state Department 
of Highways, chances of another 
tragedy through neglect are very 
slight 
as a result of the Silver Bridge 
collapse. 
The 40-year-old Ohio River span 
linking Point Pleasant with Kanauga. 
Ohio, crumbled at 5:10 p in Dec 15, 
1967 as biim per-to-bum per traffic 
crowded onto it 
Forty-six persons were killed 
Subsequent 
inspections of 
the 
disaster's debris showed a cracked 
chain link which previously had gone 
undetected. 


“ Prior to the Silver Bridge collap­ 
se,” state highway spokesman John 
Beane said, “ bridge inspections and 
maintenance were pretty much a hit or 
miss proposition. Now we have well­ 
defined standards and procedures."

throughout the nation to lessons 
learned following the Silver Bridge

lessons lie said “in part. .

Today, six of the ll Ohio River 
bridges owned by West Virginia are 
more than 35 years old. Of the 2,500 
state bridges over 50 feet long, most 
are more than 30 years old. 
But these spans enjoy protection not

Each state highway department 
has l>een required to have a bridge 
inspection force w itll bridge inspectors 
m eeting certain federally-ordered 
qualifications. 
All bridges 
560,000 of them 
nationally have to be rated for safe 
load capacities. 
Each bridge under the federal 
highway program has to be inspected 
at least every two years. 
West Virginia has 15 bridge in­ 
spection crews throughout the state 
and. over-all, employs about 75 jier- 
sons “actively involved” in bridge 
safety 
a far cry from 1967. 
Although the state is now meeting 
federal standards, Beane said, a long- 
range goal is to inspect all bridges 


once a year as is now done on “prob­ 
lem spans.” 
How thorough an ins|>ection is given 
depends on several variables, in­ 
cluding the span’s age and traffic load. 
Since 1%7, the state has increased its 
bridge maintenance sections in all 
districts and, as a result of inspections, 
has reduced load capacities on many 
bridges.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) — The state 
is looking for about 25 million gallons 
of propane gas to dry out Ohio far­ 
mers’ crops.

Department of Commerce to find out 
what areas have the greatest need for 
gas, where the gas can be obtained and 
how to get the gas to the farmers. 
The gas will be used to run com­ 
mercial and private dryers to dry out 
corn and soybeans after they are 
harvested. Farmers have been stalled 
from harvesting the two crops by 
continuing heavy, fall rains.

Heat d ries u u i the air an d 
rapid ly saps moistu re from potted 
plan ts. If n ot giv en proper care, they 
soon wilt, lose leav es an d ev en tu ally 
d ie.

Plan ts with “wet feet” d ie from lack of 
ox y gen in the soil. The best pot is on e 
mad e of clay with a d rain hole in the 
bottom. Fan cy , porcelain ty pe con ­ 
tain ers d o n ot let ex cess water d rain 
ou t. Thu s, plan ts tu rn y ellow an d d ie, 
u n less reported in a clay or other ty pe 
d rain age pot. 
Some hou se plan ts may show sign s 
of d oin g poorly ev en when the proper 
pot an d waterin g proced u re is u sed . 
Chan ces are they n eed repottin g with 
fresh soil to giv e them n ew spark an d 
health. Use a soil mix tu re of equ al 
parts organ ic m atter su ch as peat 
moss, good gard en soil, an d coarse 
san d . Water the plan ts immed iately 
after repottin g to settle the soil an d get 
the plan ts off to a fresh start. 
If in sects show u p on y ou r hou se 
plan ts, take them ou tsid e or in the 
garage (with the d oor open ) an d spray 
with the proper in secticid e. Certain 
spray s may be u sed , bu t be su re to 
read the label for plan ts that may be 
spray ed by a specific pesticid e. 
Aerosol spray s are av ailable which are 
han d y to u se for su ch jobs. 
If plan ts appear to be su fferin g from 
brown in g at the tips of the leav es, 
check for improper waterin g, ex ­ 
posu re to cold d rafts (especially if 
plan ts are kept on win d ow sills), in sect 
attacks, or too mu ch fertilizer. Plan ts 
d o n ot requ ire mu ch fertilizer d u rin g 
d ark d ay s of win ter an d the n atu ral 
n u trien ts in the pottin g soil are u su ally 
en ou gh.

< anders, neighbors, filmily and 
Ii 1 <*nds will probably Im* visiting your 
bonn* during the* next few days, and 
with thorn corno food spills, muddy 
feet, and more traffic on your carpets. 
OI course none of us would give up the 
visits, so we should know some first aid 
treatment for carpets and rugs. It 
might be a good idea to buy a bottle of 
rug cleaner to keep on hand for these 
accidents. ’ 
Spots need prompt and correct at­ 
tention. Permanent staining usually 
can be prevented by observing the 
following hints: 
Blot spills immediately, using clean, 
white absorbent material such as 
facial tissues or disposable paper 
towels. 
Always pre-test spot remover for­ 
mula in an inconspicuous area. Apply 
spot remover and then hold white 
tissue against the area for a few 
seconds. If rug dye bleeds or if area 
color is changed in any way, let the 
stain alone and get the advice of the 
dealer from whom you purchased the 


carpel or the carpet manufacturer. 
Never over-wet an area; too much 
liquid may soak the backing with 
stains rising to the surface. Work with 
small amounts of formula and blot. 
Always work from outer edge of 
stain toward the center. Rinse with 
clean cloth dampened in lukewarm 
water 


To make gay decorations for 
Christmas, mix a small amount of 
water with some soap or detergent. 
Beat with an electric or rotary beater 
until the mixture is the consistency of 
thick meringue.

Keeping your farm records in order 
is very important, espcieally when 
your operation is large. If you want to 
improve your ability for making sound 
management decisions, consider using 
electronic farm records. 


According to 
Dick Duvick, ex­ 
tension Economist at The Ohio State 
University, 35 Ohio farmers are using 
a monthly mail-in record service of­ 
fered for the first time in the state. 


Duvick says Ohio State University 
and Agricultural Records Cooperative 
(ARC) of Madison, Wisconsin, have a 
joint agreement to provide the service. 
In the agreement, Ohio State provides 
fieldman service at the local level to 
assist farmers in getting started on the 
system, and 
ARC Stores all 
in­ 
formation on its computers, performs 
all summarization, and prepares 
monthly and annual reports.

materials, be sure they are made fire 
resistant. 


House Plant Care 


Often when we turn the heating 
system on in winter, house plants show 
a marked difference in their ap­ 
pearance. Heat dries oui the air and 
rapidly saps moisture from potted 
plants. If not given proper care, they 
soon wilt, lose leaves and eventually 
die. So keep the soil moist but not wet. 
Plants with “ wet feet” die from lack of 
oxygen in the soil. The best pot is one 
made of clay with a drain hole in the 
bottom. Fancy, porcelain type con­ 
tainers do not let excess water drain 
out. Thus, plants turn yellow and die, 
unless reported in a clay or other type* 
drainage pot. 
Some house plants may show signs 
of doing poorly even when the proper 
pot and watering procedure is used 
Chances are they need repotting with 
fresh soil to give them new spark and 
health. Use a soil mixture of equal 
parts organic matter such as peat 
moss, good garden soil, and coarse 
sand. Water the plants immediately 
after repotting to settle the soil and get 
the plants off to a fresh start. 
If insects show up on your house 
plants, take them outside or in the 
garage ( with the door open) and spray 
with the proper insecticide. Certain 
sprays may be used, but be sure to 
read the label for plants that may be 
sprayed by a specific pesticide. 
Aerosol sprays are available which are 
handy to use for such jobs. 
lf plants appear to be suffering from 
browning at the tips of the leaves, 
check for improper watering, ex­ 
posure to cold drafts (especially if 
plants are kept on window sills I, insect 
attacks, or too much fertilizer. Plants 
do not require much fertilizer during 
dark days of winter and the natural 
nutrients in the potting soil are usually 
enough.

state. Poor drainage usually prevents 
the planting of crops on time, but this 
year it has also prevented the harvest 
of crops in many areas. 
Bone explains that water that moves 
into soil from rainfall must Im* tran­ 
smitted through to some lower depth to 
provide a desirable air and water 
relationship within the seed zone in the 
spring and throughout the root zone 
during the growling season. If some 
restriction in the soil prevents this 
water from moving through the topsoil 
or subsoil, a zone of saturated con­ 
ditions may occur near the surface or 
within the first two or three feet of soil 
depth 
'lins saturated zone needs to be 
removed to improve crop yield. 
Hiroughout Ohio, drainage measures 
that have been used are subsurface 
drainage with shale, cement, or plastic 
tiles that remove this saturated zone in 
the soil. 
However, there are some situations, 
according to Bone, where the excess 
water (annot be removed by sub­ 
surface methods because water 
movement through the subsoil is too 
slow In these situations, the water 
must tx* removed from the soil .surface 
by surface drainage.

dramatically improve crop yields. As 
land prices and the cost of production 
increase, it will become necessary to 
remove all barriers to more efficient 
production.

regular arm y , with m arginal help 
from the NLF. Therefore, his “Viet­ 
nam ese p atriots" equals. “ Vietnamese 
Communists.” 
The more things change — etc. From 
the very old day s, I rem em bered a 
strikingly sim ilar note, and I looked it 
up . The dust-jacket descrip tion, en­ 
tirely 
a c c ura te , 
of 
L a ttim ore ’s 
Solution in Asia” (19 45): “ He shows 
that all the Asiatic p eop le are much 
more interested in actual dem ocratic 
p ractices such as the ones they can see 
in action across the Russian border, 
than they are in the fine theories of 
Anglo-Saxon dem ocracies which come 
coup led with ruthless im p erialism .” 
From the standp oint of 1972, that 
“across the Russian border” sounds 
old-fashioned. Nobody , any m ore, 
really thinks that “actual dem ocratic 
p ractices” are to be discovered in the 
Soviet Union. Still, y ou begin to get the 
p oint: what he m eans by “actual 
dem ocratic p ractices” has a good deal 
to do with what he m eans by the 
“Vietnamese p atriots" who, he thinks, 
have skunked President Nixon. 
Reading on carefully in Lattim ore’s 
New York 
Review 
letter, 
further 
p earls come to light. Actually , I^at- 
timore is siding with the Kremlin, and 
against the “Vietnamese p atriots,” in 
a bitter quarrel which is boiling in the 
Communist world, because, after all, 
the Kremlin is dealing with Nixon (!), 
and indeed hop ed for his election. Here 
is Lattimore on the ideological high- 
wire: 
“One of the rules of successful 
dip lomacy is that when y ou 
are 
negotiating with an adversary whom 
y ou cannot convince, y ou should aim to 
convince the by standers that it is the 
adversary , not y ou y ourself, who is 
being unreasonable, brutal, savage, 
uncivilized. This is the dip lomacy the 
Vietnamese, aided by the dip lomacy of 
the Soviet Union, is p ursuing with 
p atience and heroism. The world is 
being convinced that the danger to 
civilization comes from A m erica,” 
etc. 
If y ou can p ay attention to this 
Bakelite rhetoric long enough, y ou 
hear some interesting things. 
After all, 
Hanoi, 
in its official 
organs, has been bitterly denouncing 
Moscow for selling out to Nixon. The 
Soviet p osture has outraged Hanoi’s 
sup p orters in the West as well. 
Easy does it, com rades, lattim ore is 
say ing: the Soviet p osition is correct. 
Even though Moscow ap p ears to be 
selling out Hanoi, well, keep the faith. 
And it is simp ly a fact that in I^at- 
tim ore’s writings, over the sp an of his 
career, the Soviet Union has seldom 
been in the wrong. It was a beacon of 
hop e for the p eop les of Asia. Behind 
the very distinctive music of la t- 
tim ore ’s p rose, 
one 
h ears, 
un­ 
m istakably , the bells in Red Square. 
This is H alberstam ’s “ distinguished 
Sinologist.”

It is p ossible that, in the not too 
distant future, unborn children may be 
im m unized 
ag ainst 
infectious 
diseases. R esearch scientists at 
Michigan State University have been 
successfully immunizing exp erimental 
animals before they are born by in­ 
jecting vaccines into the amniotic fluid 
which surrounds the unborn child 
while still in the mother’s womb. 
Dr. Marvis Richardson makes the 
interesting statem ent, “Our results 
make us feel confident that fetal 
immunization rr\p v occur hoth on the 
farm and in the hosp ital.” 
Immunization with vaccines is one of 
the greatest accomp lishments of this 
era of modern medicine. It is sad when 
an outcrop p ing of p olio threatens the 
lives of children because p rejudices 
and ignorance dep rive these children 
of their rightful heritage of good 
health. 
Blockage of the deep veins of the leg 
is known as thrombosis. This is an 
occasional comp lication of surgery or 
chronic infections that is most 
distressing and incap acitating. Most 
cases of thrombosis or clotting are 
caused by p oor circulation, esp ecially 
in p eop le who are in bed for long 
p eriods of time. 
Dr. Andreas N. Nicolaides and his 
co-w orkers at the Kings College 
Hosp ital Medical School in lx>ndon 
have develop ed a new method to 


stimulate, with electrical imp ulses, 
the muscles of the calf during and after 
surgery . 
The p ainless electrical stimulation 
makes the muscles contract and act as 
a p ump to p ush blood through the 
veins. 
This interesting and creative con­ 
cep t is said to have reduced throm ­ 
bosis or clots in the veins of the legs by 
almost 90 p er cent. 
The simp le and ingenious method 
will add considerably to the safety of 
all surgery , esp ecially in the elderly 
who have a higher risk for such cir­ 
culatory comp lications. 


Infection after ey e surgery is a most 
distressing comp lication. Dr. Henry F. 
Allen of the M assachusetts Ey e and 
Ear Hosp ital has been able to reduce, 
markedly , p ost-op erative infections by 
the use of sp ecial antibiotics before 
surgery . The technique used in more 
than 30,000 op erations is based on the 
use of these antibiotics coup led with 
exquisitely gentle surgery * and highly 
refined p recautions in the op erating 
room. 
C om p lications to ey e surg e ry , 
already 
rem arkably 
low, 
will 
be 
further reduced by these new m ehtods.

I have been reading with enormous 
fascination the new book by David 
H alberstam , “ The B est and the

Speaking Of Your Health

Dr. Marvis Richardson makes the 
interesting statement, “Our results 
make us feel confident that fetal 
immunization nv*v occur both on the 
farm and in the hospital 
Immunization with vaccines is one of 
the greatest accomplishments of this 
era of modern medicine. It is sad when 
an outcropping of polio threatens the 
lives of children because prejudices 
and ignorance deprive these children 
of their rightful 
heritage of good 
health. 
Blockage of the deep veins of the leg 
is known as thrombosis. This is an 
occasional complication of surgery or 
chronic 
infections that is 
most 
distressing and incapacitating. Most 
cases of thrombosis or clotting are 
caused by poor circulation, especially 
in people who are in bed for long 
periods of time. 
Dr. Andreas N. Nicolaides and his 
co-w orkers at the Kings College 
Hospital Medical School in london 
have developed a new method to 


stimulate, with electrical Impulses, 
the muscles of the calf during and after 
surgery. 
Die painless electrical stimulation 
makes the m uscles contract and act as 
a pump to push blood through the 
veins. 
This interesting and creative con­ 
cept is said to have reduced throm ­ 
bosis or clots in the veins of the legs bv 
almost 90 per cent. 
The simple and ingenious method 
will add considerably to the safety of 
all surgery, especially in the elderly 
who have a higher risk for such cir­ 
culatory complications. 


Infection after eye surgery is a most 
distressing complication. Dr. Henry F. 
Allen of the M assachusetts E ye and 
Ear Hospital has been able to reduce, 
markedly, post-cperative infections by 
the use of special antibiotics before 
surgery. The technique used in more 
than 30,000 operations is based on the 
use of these antibiotics coupled with 
exquisitely gentle surgery and highly 
refined precautions in the operating 
room.

There are two golf balls, a feather, 12 
pair of yellow boots, some coveralls, 
packets of uneaten food and a few used 
toilet bags.

“ Who would have dreamed this book 
would be made into a film. Knock on 
wood!” And he does, getting up to 
thump a desk near him. 
He says he isn’t sure why the novel 
has been such a success, although he 
adds thoughtfully, “ I suppose it may 
be because it’s a very teachable book. 
Teachers find their students like the 
book and get involved with it. After all, 
it does deal with adolescence, growing 
up, hostilitv — all things voung people 
can identify with.” 
Knowles, a 46-year-old bachelor who 
says he has “ been writing forever,” 
wrote 
“ A Separate Peace” 
while 
working fulltime as a travel magazine 
editor. 
“ It wasn’t too difficult,” he recalls. 
“ I ’d get up early and work on the book 
and then I’d go to the magazine. It was 
a matter of important things first, and 
the important thing was the novel. 
Right?” 
Knowles, who has published four 
novels, a collection of short stories and 
a collection of travel essays, still gets 
up early. 
“ I go to work first thing in the 
morning,” he says. “ My mind is at its 
best then. It hasen’t been overlaid yet 
by the trivialities of the day. 
“ I never get dressed up or read the 
newspaper. I just splash water on my 
face, drink a cup of coffee, and start in 
writing in longhand. My first drafts 
always are in longhand. 'Then I do 
them over on the typewriter because 
no one can read my handwriting. 
“ I stop writing after two or three 
hours. It’s wise to take time off. A 
beginning writer should work steadily 
because he has a lot to learn and a lot 
of bad writing to get out of his system. 
But after 25 years of writing — like me 
— you have to rest sometimes and 
recharge your batteries or your 
writing 
can 
become 
thin 
and 
repetitious.” 
Knowles, who has been -in-residence 
at Princeton and at the University of 
North Carolina, currently is at work on 
a novel and a collection of short 
stories. 
The novel, titled “ Spreading Fires,” 
deals, he says, with “ madness — the 
most contagious disease in the world. 
The collection will be called lA Passion 
for Places.’ A strong influence in each 
of the six stories is the place where it 
takes place.”

NKW YOUK (AI*)

Knowles, looking hack without anger, 
notes wryly that his first novel 
was 
rejected by every publisher of any 
importance in the United States 
some 22, I believe.” 
Then, Knowles turned over 
A 
Separate Peace’’ to a British house, i 
“ was accepted immediately, got 
marvelous reviews, and eventually 
was publieshed in this country/ 
Since coming out in I‘.MIO the novel, 
which deals with “ two boys at a prep 
school during World War II” has, says 
Knowles, gone through some 40 hard 
and paperback printings, sold around 
four million copies, won three awards, 
and recently was made into a movie. 
“ Imagine!” Knowles syas happily. 
“ Who would have dreamed this book 
would bt1 made into a film. Knock on 
wood!” And he does, getting up to 
thump a desk near him. 
He says he isn’t sure why the novel 
has been such a success, although he 
adds thoughtfully, ‘‘I suppose it may 
bt* because it’s a very teachable book. 
Teachers find their students like the 
book and get involved with it. After all, 
it does deal with adolescence, growing 
up, hostility — all things young people 
can identify with.” 
Knowles, a 46-year-old bachelor who 
says he has “ been writing forever,” 
wrote 
“ A Separate Peace” while 
working fulltime as a travel magazine 
editor. 
“ It wasn’t too difficult,” he recalls. 
“ I’d get up early and work on the book 
and then I’d go to the magazine. It was 
a matter of important things first, and 
the important thing was the novel. 
Right?” 
Knowles, who has published four 
novels, a collection of short stories and 
a collection of travel essays, still gets 
up early. 
“ I go to work first thing in the 
morning,” he says. “ My mind is at its 
best then. It hasen’t been overlaid yet 
by the trivialities of the day. 
“ I never get dressed up or read the 
newspaper. I just splash water on my 
face, drink a cup of coffee, and start in 
writing in longhand. My first drafts 
always are in longhand. Then I do 
them over on the typewriter because 
no one can read my handwriting. 
“ I stop writing after two or three 
hours. It’s wise to take time off. A 
beginning writer should work steadily 
because he has a lot to learn and a lot 
of bad writing to get out of his system. 
But after 25 years of writing — like me 
— you have to rest sometimes and 
recharge your batteries or your 
writing 
can 
become 
thin 
and 
repetitious.” 
Knowles, who has been -in-residence 
at Princeton and at the University of 
North Carolina, currently is at work on 
a novel and a collection of short 
stories. 
The novel, titled “ Spreading Fires,” 
deals, he says, with “ madness - the 
most contagious disease in the world. 
The collection will be called A Passion 
for Places.’ A strong influence in each 
of the six stories is the place where it 
takes place.”
